I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  the  Hawarden  Rural  District  for  the  year  1964* 

The  Registrar  General* s estimated  population  for  mid-year 
1964  was  37?480  an  increase  of  36O  since  mid  1963* 

The  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  "based  on  this  population 
figure j whilst  for  comparison  with  other  districts  comparability 
factors  of  1.02  for  Births  and  1«20  for  Deaths  are  applied. 

The  total  num"ber  of  live  "births  during  the  year  was  812 
and  gave  a "birth  rate  of  21.7  per  1,000,  the  national  rate 
"being  18.4<> 

The  total  num"ber  of  deaths  was  396  and  gave  a rate  of 
10.6  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  a national  rate  of  11.3. 

There  were  21  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
giving  a rate  of  25.9  as  compared  with  a national  rate  of  20.0, 
of  the  infant  deaths  11  died  in  the  first  week* 

The  principle  causes  of  death  (all  ages)  was  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulatory  system  (l7  - 21  inclusive  in  the  table) 
131  of  the  396  total?  i.e.  36^,  and  cancer  all  forms  76  deaths 
as  19^  of  the  total. 

Motor  vehicle  accidents  accounted  for  11  deaths  and  other 
accidents  4»  a total  of  15  deaths  from  accidents  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  or 
polio  in  the  District,  but  the  need  for  immunisation  of  infants 
continues. 

Housing  continued  to  occupy  the  active  interest  of  your 
Health  Department,  and  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued 
their  work  of  inspections  and  enquiries  into  the  environmental 
circumstances  of  housing  applicants. 

To  conclude.  Gentlemen,  I thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  help  during  the 
year.  Your  Clerk,  Mr.  P.N.'V.  Meredith  was  always  helpful,  your 
Surveyor,  Mr.  G.I.  Reidford  has  co-operated  in  every  way  and 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  Mr.  M.E.  Thomas,  and  Mr.  D.R. 

George  gave  loyal  support,  and  I wish  to  thank  them  all,  and  all 
your  officials  for  their  continued  assistance  during  the  year.

DIPHTHERIA 

Diphtheria  Prophlactic  Antigen  is  issued  free  to  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  immuniations  of  children  in  the  area. 

All  records  relating  to  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  forwarded 
hy  Medical  Practitioners  or  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  to 
the  Department  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
County  Council  nov/  provide  for  children  to  he  protected  against 
Diphtheria-  and  Whooping  Cough  hy  the  use  of  all  comh'ined  Antigen. 


VACCIHATIOH 

Vaccinations  were  carried  out  hy  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
at  the  County  Council  Child  V/elfare  Clinics.  During  the  year  no 
Smallpox  contact  entered  the  area  from  infected  ships  or  aircraft.

In  all  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Death  resulting  from 
Tuberculosis  as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  it  is  considered 
advisable  5 the  houses  of  the  patients  are  thoroughly  disinfected 
hy  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Facilities  are  available  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  the 
steam  disinfestation  of  bedding?  but  this  hospital  is  nov;  under  the 
control  of  the  Forth  V/ales  Hospital  Board  with  whom  co-operation 
is  maintained.
